Anna Eickholt of her hometown in Nebraska, 
USA. ‘Here, everyone decorates their house and 
garden, and people drive by just to look.

Swedish'born Anna makes a lot of her own decorations, 
and reveals that she’s a diehard DI Y aficionado. ‘I’ve been 
watching renovation programmes on TV for as long as I can 
remember,’ she says. Indeed, it was her passion for home 
improvements that led Anna and her husband Spike to buy 
their present house. ‘We lived in a farmhouse that we’d 
completely restored, but wanted to move back to the city’ says 
Anna. ‘We asked a local estate agent to keep a looUout for 
places we could revamp. Soon afterwards, a house came up 
for sale in the exact neighbourhood where we wanted to buy’ 
The property was in a poor state of repair, but the agent 
knew Anna personally and thought it might interest her and 
her family, including son Henry, now 8. ‘Fortunately I could 
see past the flaws and spotted its huge potential,’ says Anna. 
‘We fell in love with it the moment we stepped inside, and 
bought it before it was even listed on the market.’ 

Despite the fact that Anna and Spike already had several 
years’ renovation experience, this was not a project for the 
faint-hearted.

doing,’ says Anna. ‘We stripped out the kitchen and removed 
acres of patterned wallpaper from every single room, plus we 
replastered many of the walls and ceilings. On top of this, all 
the woodwork needed stripping, sanding and painting.’ 

Anna worked on the house full time and took on a lot 
of the restoration herself ‘My mother was a great source of 
inspiration as she was always sewing curtains or painting 
furniture for our home while I was growing up,’ she reflects. 
‘There’s so much information online nowadays, you can 
teach yourself to do anything.’ For the decor, Anna drew on 
her Scandinavian roots for ideas.

The couple have a similar hands-on approach to the festive 
season and Anna makes a lot of her own decorations. ‘I craft 
new wreaths and trimmings every year, but my favourites are 
the lit garlands, which I made when we moved here,’ she says. 
‘I also painted the front door bright red to match.’ 

At Christmas time, the family maintain the Swedish 
traditions that Anna grew up with.

EXTERNAL LIGHTING 

Introduce a voarm glom to the outside of your 
home with clever lighting, just like the Eickholts 




A t this time of year, it’s vital 
to have good lighting on the 
outside as well as the inside 
of your house. A considered 
scheme will guide visitors safely to your 
door, as well as highlighting your 
property’s most attractive features. 

Not so long ago, choices were limited 
when it came to lighting a home’s exterior: 
the glare of a high^wattage security light 
or a simple porch lantern were among the 
few options on offer. But gone are the days 
of decorative versus practical lighting. 
Nowadays, stylish and security^conscious 
designs combine to create a welcoming 
exterior on dark winter days. 

A range of options 

Flexibility is key — having more than 
one circuit means you can introduce 
layered illumination to your exterior, 
which is a subtle way to light an entrance 
instead of relying on one source. As well 
as fixed wall lights flanking a doorway or 
a decorative lantern on a dimmer switch, 
adding soft LEDs within planting in a 
garden and either side of steps will look 
welcoming and show the way to your 
door. Put the lights on a motion sensor 
so they turn on as people approach - but 
be careful where you place the sensor so 
that it isn’t triggered by wildlife. 

Fitting additional electrical circuits 
retrospectively can be a messy job, but 
there are less impactful ways to add 
exterior lighting. Garden designer Dan 
Bowyer of Fisher Tomlin & Bowyer, uses

wireless technology in the majority of his 
schemes using WiseBox, a multi-channel 
remote that takes electrics into the 
garden (up to around loom away) from 
anywhere in the house without having 
to run wires back to the switch. Instead, 
external cables lead from the device to 
the exterior light fittings, avoiding the 
need to chase wires through walls. 

Creating an ambience 

Remember that lighting can also be 
decorative and fun, whether you add 
frost-proof candlelit hurricane lamps 
either side of your door, or simple but chic 
paper lanterns, just as Anna and Spike 
Eickholt have done. Lighting up planting 
and trees offers a sight of the garden 
from inside, taking the view beyond the 
blackness of curtainless windows so it 
can be enjoyed, even on winter days. 

Thinking of your garden as an exterior 
room will help you achieve the right 
atmosphere. At the front of your home, 
highlighting key features such as pillars 
or door architraves with small ground 
recessed uplights creates a dramatic 
framing effect. In the back garden, lighting 
trees, sculptures or plants like acers, box 
balls and olive trees will draw the eye 
outwards and increase the sense of space 
to your home’s interior, too. At this time 
of year, opt for some extra magic with 
hanging candle lanterns suspended from 
branches and a simple string of battery- 
operated fairy lights entwined around a 
pair of tall potted plants for a festive effect. 



PROFESSIONAL ADVICE 

a ^During the colder months, 
lighting can take on a more 
sculptural look, so use it to 
highlight trees, branches 
and interesting shapes. It’s 
an ideal opportunity to draw 
attention to your garden’s good features. 

Whether lighting the front or back of your 
property, take the lead from the features that 
are the most attractive. For instance, the front 
garden will need a well-lit path and door, 
while the back benefits from good lighting 
for a sitting area, as well as feature lighting. 

If possible, put them on different switches 
so you can choose which ones you want on. 

Consider LEDs, which are now used 
throughout the home and garden. As 
technology has advanced, their colour 
and power has improved, so even very 
large trees can be lit with them. Integral 
LEDs need a driver, housed in the garden. 

Spike lights are useful for moving the light 
around as planting grows and for adding 
to the scheme as your garden develops. 

Remember that with lighting, less is more. 
Too much can glare and flatten out the 
space, so make sure you exercise restraint.’

A nnelie Stalnert is

When American^born Anna Norman 
and her husband Luke moved into their 
southwest London home, they lost no time 
enlisting the help of old friend and interior 
designer Gretchen Trusted. ‘Gretchen and I 
go back a long way’ she says. ‘I had faith in her 
ability to make a house classic and fun at the same time.’ 

The tall Georgian property had everything going for it.

and it has mirrored panels that reflect the river view. 

We can lie in bed and watch the boats go by.’ 

The couple arrived in the UK with only a few pieces, 
including a favourite pale floral rug and iconic Danish teak 
dining room pieces. So the sitting room colour scheme took 
its inspiration from the soft muted hues of the rug, which in 
turn complements the colours outside. To lighten the effect 
of the teak furniture, the pair introduced orange table linen 
as well as yellow lamp bases.

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Christmas is the time of year that 
Matthew Fox loves most of all. And 
with its high ceilings, oak beams, 
woodburning fires and bags of character, 
the East Sussex Tudor house he shares 
with his partner Chris Knowles is the 
perfect place to curl up and keep warm in the winter. 

‘Our house is quintessentially English,’ says 
Manhattan^born Matthew. ‘We had been looking 
for a while for a period property but they can be quite 
small and dark. This one stood out because of its 
generous proportions. It also offered an opportunity 
for me to work from home, running a boutique B&B. 
We reorganised the interior to create three en^suite 
guest bedrooms, as well as two additional private rooms.’ 
Matthew wanted their home to be elegant, cosy 
and slightly whimsical, and he was prepared to search 
high and low for the antique furniture and luxe fabrics 
that he has used to form the scheme. ‘I enjoy mixing 
antiques from different periods and matching them 
with modern prints, which works particularly well 
set against the Tudor beams and the uneven 
wattle^and'daub walls in a home like this,’ he says. 



ORGANIC OVERHAUL 

Matthew and Chris lived in the house while it was 
renovated from top to bottom. This included installing 
new electrics and plumbing as well as updating the 
kitchen, plus repairs to the roof. Chris then designed 
the garden while Matthew focused on the interior. 

‘We knocked out walls inside and built new ones,’ 
explains Matthew. ‘But there were no extensions or 
exterior changes apart from a new window and French 
windows in the ground^floor bedroom.’ The pair 
worked with a builder experienced in period houses. 
‘The building has shifted and warped with time, so 
everything was custom made,’ explains Matthew. ‘Not 
a single door, window or floorboard is a standard size.’ 
Matthew says he didn’t start out with a grand plan 
- rather, it was an organic design process. His first step 
was to select the colours and fabrics he wanted in each 
room. He became a regular visitor to local antiques 
shops and auctions, where he bought most of the 
furniture — drawn towards anything that ‘exemplified 
great craftsmanship, finesse and originality’ 

‘My aim was to introduce an eclectic juxtaposition 
of old and new, including bright colours and modern 
fabrics against period furniture and ancient beams,’ 
says Matthew. ‘It’s important that everything has great 
aesthetic value so that when you walk into a room there 
is a sense of unexpected delight. The interior design was 
not dictated by the age or history of the house - it was 
just a fantastic backdrop,’ he adds. ‘I didn’t feel 
beholden to it, but it was a lovely canvas to work with.’ 
Now that it’s finished, Matthew and Chris love 
sharing their home with those who visit. ‘It was 
so gratifying to restore the house to its former 
glory that we wanted others to be part of it,’ says 
Matthew. ‘Our home is our greatest pleasure.’ ®

HOW TO COMBINE 
FABRIC AND COLOUR 

Follom our advice to confidently team colour with 
pattern, like Matthew Fox and Chris Knowles have 




B right hues and bold pattern can 
add depth and vibrancy to a 
scheme, but it’s all too easy to 
play it safe for fear of making an 
error. However, plenty of research will 
produce a cohesive result, whether you mix 
modern, large-scale prints with intense 
colour to make a statement, or subtle 
motifs and moody hues to create interest. 

Choosing a palette 

Bear in mind that vivid shades can anchor 
a scheme and personalise your home. 
Although it’s tempting to opt for white 
or neutral walls to make a room appear 
larger, it’s also important to draw the eye 
into a space by creating a colourful focal 
point, whether through a statement wall, 
introducing a feature fabric or painting 
shelving to offset a muted backdrop, just 
as Matthew and Chris have done. 

Remember to harmonise your 
approach when picking a colour palette 
though — stick to just two or three shades 
and try repeating them from zone to zone 
to create a sense of continuity. When 
choosing colours, start slowly and trial 
different looks. Paint some A2 sheets 
of paper in your desired hue and attach 
them to every wall in the room as the 
shade will look quite different in each 
space, then live with them for a few days 
before you make up your mind. View 
the colour at different times of the day, 
in varied lights, and in electric light, too. 
This way, you can really get a sense of 
the impact they have in a scheme. 



Introducing pattern 

Try looking to fashion and art for 
inspiration on new concepts and 
interesting combinations. ‘But bear in 
mind that although designers like Kit 
Kemp use an abundance of pattern and 
colour, it’s more about breaking the rules 
than following specific trends,’ advises 
interiors specialist Catherine Dal. 

‘Tribal patterns such as Ikat or Suzani 
from diverse cultures are trickling into 
mainstream stores. This is wonderful as 
they come with fascinating back stories 
that add depth and intrigue, making 
them as rich as their designs.’ 

When choosing wall colour and 
patterned fabrics, remember that your 
decision doesn’t have to be permanent. 
The beauty of designing your home is 
having the freedom to change, update 
and revise it as much you please. It’s 
often a good idea to take your visual cue 
from a favourite piece, such as artwork. 

Some of the most striking schemes 
will layer colour, texture and pattern. 
Introduce bright touches in unexpected 
ways — upholster an antique chair in 
a bold, modern geometric print for a 
striking contrast; frame a generous-sized 
fabric on the wall; create clusters of pretty 
glassware; or, like Matthew has done, 
try collating colourful collections on 
the wall, such as vintage ceramics. But 
remember to scale-up touches like this to 
avoid losing them in your overall scheme. 
Often, one statement fabric picking out 
key colours, can pull a scheme together.

PROFESSIONAL ADVICE 

^Combining colour and 
pattern is a skill that can 
be learnt, but you must 
take risks. Experiment with 
things that can be affordably 
changed. Try a colour on one 
wall or buy a metre of fabric and pin it on 
your curtains, for example. If you decide 
you like it, then it can be used for cushions. 

Create a mood board using a smartphone 
app. Upload photos of fabric, paint, furniture 
and accessories so that you can build up a 
complete picture. If they sit well together, 
the chances are they^ll work in your room. 

Planning is key, otherwise you might end up 
with a chaotic scheme. But if you play it too 
safe with only a colourful cushion or two, 
the result will be underwhelming. Look to 
successful examples of bold interior design 
for inspiration, such as Dorothy Draper, 
Miles Redd and Kelly Wearstler. 

A successful interior often depends on what 
suits rather than whafs in vogue. Consider the 
proportions of the room, its orientation and 
layout. Your home should be a reflection of you, 
so opt for what complements your lifestyle.^

a quick lick of paint. ‘It was in a dreadful 
state,’ recalls Philippa. But although the 
structure was damp and neglected, the 
magical setting immediately won them over. 
‘Money was tight after paying for the house,’ 
says Philippa. ‘So we had a go at most of the 
immediate repairs ourselves.’ At the same 
time, they knocked two of the three small 
bedrooms into one good-sized master suite. 

Since that initial renovation, the couple 
have transformed the house. The most 
dramatic change was a two-storey extension, 
built by Phil using reclaimed stone to match

W hen you’re looking 
for a place to live, it’s 
undoubtedly a help 
if your dad is a location 
scout as well as an interior designer.

daylight introduced through a skylight, 
while the whole house is painted white to 
make it as bright as possible.

W hile house hunting, Simon Gill, a property 
investor, and his partner Jacky Hobbs, 
a stylist, came across a council^owned.

original features, the couple scribbled up some potential 
redesigns. Simon costed the plans and successfully bid at 
auction. Before they knew it, renovations were underway. 

KEEPING HISTORY 

‘We aimed to restore and enhance the historic elements 
of the brewery, eradicating recent work and replacing it 
with modern constructions,’ says Simon. For example, the 
couple decided to drop the rear quarter of the building to 
create an internal courtyard with glass walls to the entire 
severed house end and side. ‘Once complete, we had an 
enclosed space that poured light into the rear rooms.’ An 
equally light^filled kitchen^ diner was created by building 
a lantern roof over the yard. In the kitchen, floor^to^ceiling 
cupboard space was borrowed from doorways, into 
which larder cupboards and appliances were set. 

In terms of reviving original details, together with a 
team of expert builders, they revealed and repaired walls, 
hidden fireplaces and beams. ‘When we removed pine 
cladding in the hall, we uncovered an internal stone window,’ 
says Simon, who then amended the layout to accommodate 
it. The sitting room fireplace was enlarged to reflect the 
proportions of the space, and a Cotswold stone mantel was 
installed. Upstairs, ceilings were removed to expose beams, 
and in the bedroom, the existing crossbeam was replaced. 

ADDING TEXTURE 

Jacky sourced furniture and fabrics, many from auctions 
and salvage yards. ‘We wanted to furnish the house in away 
that reflected its age and history, but which added a sense 
of function and comfort,’ she explains. One of Jacky’s best 
finds was the master bedstead. ‘We discovered a charming, 
carved oak piece of furniture at auction, and with the help 
of a local carpenter, we transformed it into a striking bed.’ 

For the finishing touches, soft furnishings are simple, 
comprising natural fibres and neutral colours with rustic 
linens, in plains and faded florals, together with wool 
checks and plaids, and paint colours are mute and discreet. 
The Christmas decor is equally understated. ‘This house is 
intrinsically welcoming, with its inviting oak doors, mellow 
stone walls and roaring log fires,’ says Jacky, who simply 
adds a fir tree and wreath to the usual display of seasonal 
flowering plants. ‘Buying this place was a gamble,’ she says, 
‘but we love the resulting marriage of old and new’ ®

S ue and Andrew Kirkpatrick’s daily journey into work 
was usually an uneventful affair, until one day they 
spotted an interesting proposition.

ringing a period building 
into the 2ist century while 
respecting its origins and 
features can be very rewarding. 
The key is to contrast old and new 
without either elements jarring — 
planning and research will pay dividends. 

Harmonious blend 

If you are renovating an old building 
from scratch, as the Kirkpatricks have 
done, there are plenty of ways to make 
an impact. Many successful conversions 
play on period features but still introduce 
contemporary notes. Try emphasising 
unusual characteristics rather than 
obscuring them - for instance, leaving 
a double^height living space exposed 
will draw attention to vaulted ceilings, 
whereas plenty of glass in the form of 
interior walls or balustrades can create 
contrast while also helping to maintain an 
open feel. Exposed brickwork and lightly 
treated beams will preserve the rustic 
nature of your conversion, but modern, 
streamlined kitchens and bathrooms will 
offer a contemporary juxtaposition. 

Conversions are often unconventional 
in size and shape, so try to be flexible 
with your scheme and be prepared to 
alter your layout to suit the space. A 
semi'industrial approach can often 
work surprisingly well — consider stone, 
wood or concrete flooring, as well as steel 
fittings to create a striking, modern note. 
Bear in mind that if the building is listed, 
you won’t be able to alter its exterior 



or add any new external openings, 
but conservation officers are often 
more liberal with interior alterations. 

Picture perfect 

Breaking up a large expanse of solid 
structure, such as an external brick wall 
with an inset window, is an effective 
way of lighting a space and maximising 
views. Modern innovations and design 
techniques have progressed to make 
this an environmentally viable option. 
But beware of incorporating glass ad 
hoc without thorough planning as the 
result could be an expensive, glare ^ 
filled, privacy^free home that is prone to 
overheating. Instead, outline what you 
are looking to achieve, as glass should be 
used to meet a specific purpose. What 
views do you want to take in> Will the 
orientation of the glazing mean that 
the sun will blind you all day> How 
would you like the space to be viewed 
from outsider^ Are there problems with 
overlooking neighbouring buildings > 
The answer to these questions will 
define the correct approach for you. 

Incorporated sensitively, a modern 
picture window will frame nature 
beautifully, as it does in Sue and 
Andrew’s barn. Bear in mind that glass 
walls and staircases can be an effective 
internal device, too, especially when 
contrasted against original brickwork, 
creating links between rooms that are 
otherwise divided, as well as allowing 
for an increased flow of light. 




EXPERT EYE 'Don't be afraid to go for a bold 
approach.

But do 
be respectful of your home's unique and original features,

The main purpose of glass is, of course, 
to allow light in and views out, but these 
days it can offer more functionality than 
ever. Double and triple glazed floor-to- 
ceiling panels allow a blurring of the 
boundary between inside and outside, 
connecting us with nature without 
bringing hostile weather indoors. 

Glass is an effective tool in creating extensions 
on period properties, as well as getting them 
through planning. It creates a clear distinction 
between the old and the new, while Its 
transparency allows the original building 
to stand out and be appreciated. Subtle 
introductions of glass internally can also 
make a space feel larger and brighter, without 
requiring drastic changes to the house.

Not everyone would spend money 
renovating a rental cottage. But interior 
designer Patsy Holdsworth had always 
loved the Cotswolds village in which this 
end' of" terrace is situated, so she was more 
than willing to help bring it back to life. 
‘There are only 30 houses in the village and it’s a 
delightful place with a strong community spirit,’ she says. 
‘I’d always wanted to live there ever since I began riding 
horses through its one and only street. I often passed a 
pretty Regency cottage where an 80 "year" old gentleman 
was the tenant - he had been there 3$ years.’ Then one 
day, Patsy heard that the cottage had become available. ‘It 
was a rare opportunity as most of the houses are owned 
by local families and hardly ever come up for rent. Sol 
tracked down the landlord and became his new tenant.’ 
The cottage was in a very poor condition with an 
overgrown garden. ‘There was no heating and the plaster 
was coming off the walls as there was no damp'proof 
course,’ says Patsy. ‘The hob was in a dangerous condition 
and the first time I tried to light the Rayburn, it exploded 
and cracked in half The chimney was full of jackdaw twigs 
and the plug sockets were unsafe and needed replacing.’ 
The first night Patsy stayed there she was bitterly cold 
and discovered there were mice in the kitchen, too. But 
none of this deterred her. After spending almost 30 years 
renovating properties for both clients and herself, she had 
strong ideas on how she could make the cottage home. 

TIME FOR A CHANGE 

With some input from the landlord, Patsy has worked 
wonders. Wiring and sockets have been replaced, the 
walls were patch'plastered, while carpets and lino were 
thrown out. ‘I laid new travertine flooring in the kitchen 
and hall, and sanded and painted the old floorboards 
upstairs,’ she explains. ‘Plus, the blocked'Up fireplace 
in the sitting room concealed an inglenook, so I opened 
it up and installed a woodburning stove. Then I put an 
electric woodburner in the kitchen.’ As for the motley 
collection of kitchen units, Patsy disposed of most of 
them and painted the remaining in Farrow & Ball’s 
Shaded White. She finished it off with a charming 
butcher’s block on wheels, and a new sink and worktops. 

Next, it was time to move on to the decor so, one by 
one, Patsy worked her way through all the rooms. This 
included doing all the paintwork herself as well as tiling 
the bathroom. She also made her curtains and cushions 
and upholstered the headboards and armchairs. Much 
of the furniture was bought on eBay or from HomeSense 
or charity shops, and then upcycled with luxurious 
fabrics, a coat of paint or by adding pretty knobs. 

But even after all this, she hasn’t finished yet. ‘I’d like 
a bigger woodburner in the sitting room, as the heat goes 
straight up the open stairs. That’s next on my tO"do list,’ 
she says, as well as the small task of renovating the village 
hall. ‘It’s the hub of social life here and the village has 
been given a grant to renovate it, so I’m helping out.

Indeed, the property, an old patrician villa, 
had many period features, which the Kjeldsens 
worked hard to salvage. The double^framed 
timber windows were restored to their former 
glory, brass door handles were removed and 
nickehplated, and the couple painted the existing 
floorboards and walls white to reflect the crisp, 
northern sunshine. A white backdrop means you 
can very easily introduce colour - and change 
your palette to suit your mood,’ explains Tine. 
They have introduced furniture in contrasting 
monochrome tones: a dining table and chairs 
from Tine’s own collection, vintage armoires 
painted in deep charcoal and relaxed linens in 
faded blacks and greys. And objects from their 
travels adorn the shelves and surfaces. 

The house is now the ideal place for seasonal 
entertaining. ‘We’ll feast on duck and white 
potatoes fried in butter and sugar until they’re 
golden brown, and salads flavoured with walnuts 
and cinnamon,’ says Tine. ‘Then we’ll go for a 
long walk, visit the church and gather round our 
roaring fire to warm ourselves against the cold.’ ®

A fter three decades working 
and living abroad, Odetta 
Matthews and her husband 
Richard were looking to settle 
in Devon in 2008. But it took a while 
before they found this slice of rural heaven. 
‘We covered a lot of ground and viewed 
and rejected 29 properties before we came 
to see this place,’ explains Odetta. ‘And 
as we looked down from the top of the 
hill and saw the lovely landscape and not 
another house in sight, we both had a 
feeling that this could be the one. ‘We 
knew it would be a massive challenge to 
convert an old barn,’ adds Richard, ‘but 
the advantage was that we’d end up with 
something that would be just right for us.’ 
Although it looks calm and welcoming 
now, the barn threw up some major issues 
during the renovation, as Richard recalls: 
‘Two of the walls partially collapsed during

the initial stages of the project, as we had 
severe weather, and old barns like these 
don’t have foundations. So the building 
had to be underpinned, which is a time^ 
consuming business, and while the old 
cement floor was being removed more 
heavy rain fell, causing the gable end to 
crack, half of the south wall to fall to the 
ground and the roof to buckle and twist.’ 
Some people might have been dispirited 
by such a disaster, but not Odetta and 
Richard. ‘It turned out to be a good thing 
in the end,’ says Odetta philosophically. 
‘The original position of the joists meant 
you could barely move around upstairs 
without bumping your head, so the roof 
getting damaged gave us the opportunity 
to open it up and to create more height.’ 
When it came to planning the ground' 
floor layout, the couple originally wanted 
an open-plan kitchen'diner, ‘or at least 
a counter or island dividing the two areas,’ 
says Odetta. ‘However, we decided against 
that idea when we realised we’d have to 
sacrifice four wall cabinets and a fridge 



freezer in the process. Sometimes you’re 
forced to compromise on your preferred 
design due to room size and specific 
requirements. Though I think having three 
separate spaces for the kitchen, dining room 
and sitting room still works well.’ 

Odetta chose traditional farmhouse 
furnishings and natural tones and materials 
to accentuate the rustic aspect of the barn. 
Terracotta flooring laid on the ground'floor 
level influenced the colour scheme upstairs, 
too. The freestanding bath has been painted 
in a similar shade, and matching inset floor 
tiles form an elegant Victorian look. In 
the bedroom, cream walls, rust'coloured 
bedlinen and underfloor heating create 
a cosy feel, while smaller details, such as 
lighting, switches and sockets were selected 
just as carefully. ‘These things finish off 
a property so nicely’ says Odetta. 

‘We feel very fortunate to have found 
this barn, and it was the best decision we 
ever made to move to the countryside,’ 
concludes Richard. ‘Now we realise what 
we’ve been missing out on all these years.’ ©

felt it worked really well in the house.’ Lindsey 
built on this idea by picking out some of the 
subtle shades in the exposed flint stone walls, 
including pale aqua, duck' egg blue and muted 
tones of grey The palette provides a gentle 
contrast to the orange tones of the walls, 
helping the interior flow into the garden. 

Carefully chosen accessories make the large 
spaces feel cosier.

markets for vintage treasures, I decided to go for a mix of country 
and modern furniture for this place,’ she explains. Merja softened 
the bare wood surfaces and white walls by selecting curtains and 
blinds in soft florals and sprigged cottons.

in the evening, and how best to divide or open up the space. Three 
years later, they finally came up with an ideal layout. Downstairs 
would feature a spacious kitchen^diner as the focal point of their 
home, a separate family snug and a more formal sitting room. And 
as none of the three existing bedrooms upstairs was big enough for 
the master suite Lynne had in mind, they opted to have a double^ 
height rear extension built across the back of the house, which would 
help accommodate all their requirements. ‘The extension now houses 
our en^suite bedroom and a fourth bedroom, and joining the bathroom 
and toilet together freed up space for a study’ explains Lynne.

biggest job was removing a tired lean-to porch at the rear of the 
house and replacing it with a striking glass extension.
